Dl« oil rtgemen ts . 

A brother writes that he was 
never so discouraged io bis life. 
This surprised us. It surprised 
us because we see no occasion for 
discouragement. It also puzzled 
us to n&derstand what the aim 
of bis religious lite is. Many 
conditions could be imagined in 
which there would be great rea- 
son for discouragement. If God 
beld sny one individual respon- 
sible for the moral condition of 
the world, then ha should truly 
feel discouraged. If any one 
man was held responsible for 
the religious condition of the 
world he should feel discouraged. 
If any one man was held respon- 
sible for the condition of godli- 
ness in any denomination, he 
should feel discouraged. If any 
one man ie held responsible for 
the religious opinions, action or 
deeds of any other person be- 
yond what his own influence and 
teaching has led him, then he 
should (eel discouraged. 

We believe that the age has 
reach nd that degree of enlighten- 
ment that the elder, deacon and 
lay member understand that life 
and joy in the regeneration is a 
mattt r between the individuals 
themselves and their God, It is 
a mistake tor any one to suppose 
that ha is the special guardian ot 
God's treasury of truth and joy, 
and when things do not go aa to 
him seemeth right, that God is 
hanging a wonderful calamity 
over him and confiscating his 
corner lot in the New Jerusalem. 
Unless he does so regard himself 
there is no occasion for him to be 
discouraged. 

Every man should understand 
that there atandeth no man be- 
tween himself and Chnet. God 
will bring him to judgment, and 
then the demand will not be how 
mush sin was in the world when 
be lived, how pure or how cor- 
rupt the church was, what the 
doctrine that one or all or a few 
believed was, whether that other 
fellow kept the ordinances right 
or wrong, whether another paid 
fifty centa or ten dollar- to sup- 
port the church or the miaeion 
cause, but the demand will come 
straight Irom His Almighty 
tongue, have you obeyed my 
commandments? It you have, 
then all is wall. "Enter thou in- 
to the joys ot thy Lord." 

Men have ambitions, of coarse, 


even in aspirations to build up a 
denomination, and too frequently 
that is the all-inspiring influence 
that actuates. When one is suc- 
cessful in that line of work he 
has his reward, and if be fails, 
then he fails, and is discouraged 
aa a natural consequence. A 
mind so imbued is in danger of 
overlooking hia highest and 
greatest responsibility and s offer, 
it may even be bis right to im- 
mortality and everlasting lite, by 
neglecting bis duty to God and 
the commands of the Lord Jesus. 
When an individual preaches the 
gospel as he ia able and as it ia, 
and applies himself to the 
work faithfully, then be has dis- 
charged his obligations to God, 
and merits the reward. It was 
all one to Jonas, so far as bis re- 
ward was involved whether the 
Ninevites repented or not. In 
fact he was disappointed and dis- 
couraged that they did repent, 
because it was, in a degree, an 
impeachment of his veracity as a 
prophet. But his future depend- 
ed not on whether the wicked 
city repented or repented not, 
but on the matter of per- 
forming what God had com- 
manded him to do. 

This article ia not written with 
any reference to what was re- 
ferred to Ht the opening, but 
npon general principles, and to 
direct attention to the relation of 
each individual to Christ and his 
work, St. Paul says that even if 
any man's work 'e burned up, he 
shall yet be saved i that is, of 
course, if he lives true to the 
gospel. 

All we can see before us is this 
life and then eternity, and to be 
a troubled Martha, is no necessi- 
ty in the Christian life or out. 
Contentment with godliness is 
great gain, asserted one of the 
most devout men. Where that 
hope exists that is an anchor to 
the soul, both sure and steadfast, 
and contentment with it, there 
is a heart that ia full of sunshine 
and happy anticipation. This 
life, to make the best of it, is a 
very unsatisfactory one, and 
never t isties the heart's long. 
ing for comfort, peace, and the 
gratification of the ambitiouB 
desires ot the mind. 

There used to be a eong like 
this i 

"Happy is the man 
Wunee God Is the Lord," 
And the sentiment is fully realiz- 
ed where, with singleness of 
heart, there ie implicit trust 
placed in that God, which im- 
plies a ready willingness to ac- 
cept whatever the stream of life 
brings upon us. 

Lite is like a journey agaiust 
the current ot a mighty river. If 
there is not a constant effort to 
move onward and upward, there 
will be a backward drifting. 
Where effort is put forth, 
there is constant driftwood and 
the fragments of wrecks of vari- 
ous kinds, that will be met, and 
too frequently the humble boat- 
man will attach himself to some 
of them, in the hope ot convey- 
ing them with him to the end of 
his journey. He finds after a 
little experience that the ten- 
dency of his new acquisition is 
wholly to go with the current, 
and he is neither able to hold 
his own or make the progress he 
desires. Disuouragement en- 
sues, and even in many instances 
complete abandonment ot .the 
journey to glory. Very often is 
this sad condition created in 
marriages. One or the other is 
swimming down the stream 
and enjoys the easy going, while 


the oiher desires and makes an 
effort to go up to that which ia 
purer, higher and grander. 

Cast oft discouragement, make 
amends for any wrongs done, 
put on the whole armor of God, 
and sorrow and darkness will 
flee away, 

As far aa the Brethren cause 
is concerned, there is no occasion 
for the least discouragement. 
The future never looked more 
promising. And let every gen- 
eral take care of hia own regi- 
ment. Each will be rewarded 
for the work he does, and will 
not be condemned for what some 
other one does not do. 


Enduring to the End. 

On the approaoh of Christ's 
departure by the way of the be- 
trayal and crucifixion, he deliver- 
ed a famous rebuke to the rulers 
in Israel — such a scourging, by 
language, was probably never 
anywhere else uttered. This 
was in the temple, and when he 
concluded, he departed from the 
temple. Then his disciples came 
to him in a private way, desir- 
ing to know when destruction 
should again come over the 
loved and cherished temple. He 
then pulled away the prophetic 
veil and presented to their con- 
ception and knowledge, the ex- 
periences to be undergone in the 
future. He commences the 
prophecy with tfais warning i 
"Take heed that no man deceive 
you ; for many shall come in my 
name, saying, I am Christ, and 
deceive many." To this is added 
a catalogue ot calamities that 
shall come upon the world and 
men, and the sufferings the faith- 
ful must endure, and furth- 
er, he says; "Because iniqui- 
ty shall abound the love 
ot many shall wax cold 
But he that endureth unto the 
end, the same shall be saved." 
Here is a condition that affects 
the seeker of life and immortali- 
ty. The language means that he 
who continues in love unto the 
end shall be saved. 

Here ie a test set up by the 
Almighty, and the conditions at- 
tending life diner in no respect 
now, from those existing when 
the words came from the tongue 
of Him who spake as never man 
spake. 

"lie cause iniquity shall 
abound." Is there less fruit 
trom the weeds of ein now than 
in the years of centuries ago '! 
No. Iniquity now abounds, and 
it abounds no leaa in con sequence 
of age. It ia a character that 
grows not feeble or infirm. No 
silvery locks tell the story of de- 
caying strength and approach- 
ing dissolution. But strong, vig- 
orous and powerful, iniquity 
etalks onward in its ruinous 
march to trample down every in* 
te Hi gent creature who has not 
gathered around him the safe- 
guards of salvation and the 
Spirit of God. 

Iniquity has an eftect upon 
love like water baa upon fire. It 
will cause love to grow cold ; and 
where love is cold, the salvation 
of God abides not. But he that 
endureth unto the end shall be 
saved. How well did Christ 
utter the warning to watch. 
Danger is larking everywhere, 
such danger as may take away 
an individual's hope of glory and 
rest in the kingdom of heaven. 
The endurance is an endurance 
in warm love, and this most con- 
tinue onto the end to carry the 
one who loves <ntO the haven of 
love eternal and life everlasting.
